7099. March 15—A serious earthquake 
occurred today in the prefecture of Akita, 
Island of Hondo. 

A number of persons in the city of Akita 
were killed and many houses destroyed or 
damaged. In Kowakubi, which was ruined, 
there were many casualties, 

The disturbance badly damaged the rail- 
road and telegraph lines. 

Full details of the disaster have not been 
received owing to the interruption to com- 
munication. 

Sixty Bodies in 

Sixty bodies were foun the basin of the 
Omono river, near which’320 houses were 
destroyed. 

The village of Kitameno was burned. 

As 4 result of the earthquake @ copper 
mine at Tsunmdato collapsed. The fate of 
the 300 workmen in the mine is unknown. 

Bimultaneous ‘the earthquake came 
terrific explosions and the bursting of flames

from the volcano Asama-Yama, which terri- 


Akita City of 30,000, 

Akita is a garrison ‘town on the Sea of 
Japan. It does a considerable export trade, 
especially in fice: The population of the 
city ie about 30,000. 

Asama-Yamia is the largest active volcano 
in Japan. A majority of its activé periods 
have been productive of showers of ashes 
only. 

Its last great eruption was in 17838, when 
several villages on the north side of the 
mountain were obliterated by huge streame 
of lava. The crater is about three-quarters 
of a mile in circumference. 


Badly Hit in January. 

Only two months ago Japan experienced a 
volcanic calamity when Sakura-Jnune became 
Early reports indicated thousands 
of persons perished, but revised informa- 
tion shows that not more than 500 were killed 
by the eruption. 

On Jan. 11 Sakura-Juna volcano, on the 
Island of Sakura, spouted molten lava and 
thousands of inhabitants fled for safety. 
Three villages suffered to a great extent, 
many of the houses being buried by cinders 
and others burned, 

Big City a Sufferer. 

The city of Kagoshima, with a population 
of 64,000, also suffered. The inhabitants fied 
before the hot lava and rushed to the main- 
land for safety. The waterfront was prac- 
tically destroyed, as were several ships tied 
to the wharves. 

In the wake of the volcano’s destructive 
work thousands of homeless persons suf- 


| fered from lack ot food. They had fied pro- 


cipitately and were unable to collect pro- 
visions or to even think of making the effort. 


Described as Infernal. 

The leanic eruption was described as 
infernal by one refugee from Kagoshima. 
He bald the eruption started suddenly with 
columns of thick black smoke and flame 
from the crater of Sakura-Juna. Thousands 
of the inhabitants of the small island, he 
sald, rushed to the beach and leaped aboard 
junks and steamers, which carried them 

to Kagoshima. 

At the latter city, the refugee said, the

DISTURBANCE AREAS. 

HE nerves supplying the internal 
organs, after passing through one 
or more relay stations, reach the 
spinal cord. The centers for the 

¢ different organs in the cord ere some 
times close to and sometimes connected with 
centers for sensation or for motion in areas 
on the skin or superficial muscles. When 
an impulse comes in from some organ, that 
impulse overflows into some near by center, 
and a painful sensation is felt at eome point 
in the skin. 

We have all heard of one-armed men 
suffering pain in the lost fingers. The pain 
is in some nerve high up or in the cord itself, 
but it is “* referred to the fingers. It there 
are no fingers there, it is easy to guess that 
the pain is higher up. When there are fin- 
gers and pain is felt in them, it ie not so 
easy to prove that the seat of pain ie else- 
where than where it is felt.

As the result of much study, Head and 
other investigators have found some areas 
to which internal organs are prone to refer. 
their disturiiances. Sometimes the éisturb- 
ance expresses itself as a pain, 
as a muscular spasm, and sometimes as a 
local edema or swelling. Some of the more 
important of these relations are as follows: 

Liver—In the back near the point of the 
right shoulder or under the shoulder blade; 
in the pit of the stomach at the end of the 
breast bone. 

Kidneys—The edge of the ribs a little 
above the level of the navel; the small of 
the back; in the male genital organs. 

Lungs—Anywhere over the chest; a circle 
four inches in diameter around the navel.

juncture of the neck and trunk. 

Heart—In the left shoulder; down the 
left arm; over the heart and along the 
breast bone above the heart; occasionally in 
the pit of the stomach.

base of the brain; “ in the spine,” low down; 
thighs both front and back. 

Pain in the legs due to disease of the 
uterus and tubes may be the result of pelvie 
pressure on the nerves as well as to impulses 
transmitted in the cord, 

Ovary—The transmitted pains, the result 
of changes in the ovary, may run to the 
same areas as those from the uterus and 
tubes. Pain in the heel N one of the odd 
indirect result of ovarian disease. 

Hip joint pain is frequently referred to 
the knee joint. The pain of disease in the 
lower vertebra is felt in the legs.

Goubtedly is that of finance. The 
people over whom de has now begun 
to reign are unalterabdly opposed to 
the payment of any taxea Fer hundreds 
of years past they have refused to submit 
to imposts of any kind, and whenever the 
sublime porte endeavored to secure payment 
thereof sanguinary insurrections ensued. 
The only Albanians from whom it was pos 
sible, by means of costly military operations, 
to collect amy revenue at all were those in 
the relatively flat portion of the country. 
But the mountain tribes, in their inaccessible 
fastnesses, were virtually beyond reach, and 
the Turkish government finally abandoned 
the attempt, and it must be borne in mind 
that the greater part of Albania is extremely 
mountainous,

. Perhaps the most powerful and numerous 
group of all the tribes is that of the Mir- 
éites, dominating all nothern Albania, whose 
chief is Prince Bibdoda, head of the ancient 
Albanian house of Gion Markut, an elderly 
man with a wonderful past, who held the 
rank of general and of pasha in the Turkish 
army. 

A perfect giant, he bears a marked resem- 
blance to the King of Montenegro. He en- 
presses his good will toward King William 
of Albania and promises to support him, és

of a national army, of courts of justice, in 
the construction of railwaye, highroads, ete. 

He declares, however, that it is absolutely 
useless for the new king to expect to obtain 
all the money needed for thie and for the 
payment of the interest on the Albanian 
loan through direct taxation, since the Al- 
banians, he declares, have no money and 
canmot and will not pay any taxes 

The king, he suggests, can obtain all the 
money he wants by the sale of mining and 
other industrial concessions in Albania to 
foreign capitalista 

In one word, the Albanians are firmly re- 
solved not te contribute a cent toward the 
new order of things or to the development 
of their country, but to rely entirely upon 
foreign nations for the purpose.

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COUPLE DISPOSING OF PROPERTY. 


Elgin, III., March 9—[Te the Legal 
Friend of the People. I—4 man and his 
wife buy a piece of real estate. Leter the 
man wishes to transfer the property to 
his wife. In case of the wife’s death what 
interest would the husband have in the 
property? In gase of divorce or separa- 
tion? Can she sell property without the 
husband’s consent? Can she will all or 
any part to others? They have-one child. 
What interest has the child? Have her 
relatives any ciaims? What disposition is 
made of personal property owned jointly, 
such as household goods? What percent- 
age is a dower interest in Illinois?

Where real estate is owned and held in the name 
of the wife the husband's interest consists in heme- 
stead and dower, dower being a one-third interest 
in the property for the life of the husband after 
the death of his wife. In the event of a divorce 
or legal separation the judge hearing the case 
would have the right to order such dispesition of 
this property as would be fair, in view of ali the 
facts of the case. A purchaser of this real estate 
would undoubtedly require the husband's signa- 
ture to a deed in order to waive his rights of 
dower and homestead. The wife may will the prop- 
erty to whom she pleases. However, she cannot 
bar her husband's dower right, and be could make 
a claim for his share regardless of the terms of the 
will. Apart from the husband's claim the wife 
may dispose of this property as she wishes by a 
will. In the event that the wife dies without leav- 
ing a will, her child would own the property sub- 
ject to the husband's dower right. The wife may 
bar any interest of the child by a will. 

None of the wife's relations have a claim te this 
property in the event of her death except her hus- 
band and child. Personal property would be dis- 
tributed one-half to the surviving husband or wife 
and the balance te the child of the deceased.

Atlanta is a city of about 175.000 popula- 
ton.

Public indignation had been greatly 
aroused by these unpunished crimes. There 
was an outcry against the police department.

Frank Chosen as “Goat’’? - 

Three or four days after Frank had been 
arrested, a lawyer of considerable populer- 
ity made the charge that the police depart- 
ment was unwilling to proceed against 
Frank because members of the department 
had been subsidized. There is no evidence 
of any basis for this charge. However, it 
was believed by many thousands of persons 
and it placed the police department in this 
position: At first they had need of a goat "; 
now popular sentiment demanded that that 
“goat” be Frank. 

Four days after Frank had been arrested 
the police took into. custedy.James Conley, a 
negro employed in the factory as a sweeper. 
A reward of $1,000 had been offered even 
for the arrest of an accessory to the murder. 
In jail Conley was asked if he could write. 
He.replied that he could not. The same in- 
quiry was made of Frank, who said that he 
had a vague memory ot the negro signing 
an assignment of salary. In Frank’s safe 
several assignments signed by Conley were 
found. The police asked Conley why he had 
denied he could write. He said he had done 
it to proust Frank. 

Thereafter Conley, under “ sweating” by 
the police, told four different stories. Ftually 
he told the story, introduced in writing at 
Frank’s trial, which was the chief evidence 
‘against Frank. Frank did not testify; for

The publication of Conley’s “ confessions ” 
excited Atlanta, Publication of sensational 
stories about Frank began.

It is pro- 
posed that there shall be held in every city, 
town, village, hamlet, and township from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, massmeetings in 
the interest of suffrage. 


Plan Open Air Massmeetings. 

Wherever possible. the meetings will be 
held in the open air in public parks or other 
places where all the people can assemble. 
There will be one speech, a hymn, and a 
patriotic song. At each meeting it is ex- 
pected that resolutions will be adopted to be 
sent to congress urging the enactment of 
legislation which will advance suffrage.

Houston, Tex., March 18 —4 genera! for- 
ward movement of both the Mexican federal 
and rebel armies at Torreon was begun early | 
today, preliminary, it is’believed, to opening 
of the battle for possession of that city, ac- 
cording to a Chihuahua (Mexico) digpatch 
tonight. 

In the first skirmishes-the Constitutional- 
lata, it ia said, were put to fight, but in later 
minor engagements they were reported vic- 
torious. 

Orders were given by Gen. Francisco Villa 
for the advance of his troops late last night. 
His action was hastened by the interception 
of a wireless message from President Huerta 
at Mexico City to Gen. Refugio Velasco, com- 
manding the federal garrison at Torreon.

Small Rebel Force Retreats. 

Within a few hours after orders were given 
for the rebel advance dispatches from the 
front reported a federal movement west- 
ward from Mapimi through Cafion La Ca- 
Gena, which, owing to its proximity to the 
federal outposts, had not been strongly gar- 
risoned by the Constitutionalists. The small 
rebel force retreated. 

Gen. Urbina, with 2,000 men, at Palayo was 
ordered to advance and Gen, Villa issued or- 
ders for the advance of all the cavalry at 
Becalon, Conejos, Peronal, and other points 
along his battle front to the northward of 
Torreon. 

A later report said Gen. Aguirre Benavides 
had proceeded southward from Conejos, in 
response to Gen. Villa's order to advance, 
and, encountering a large body of federals 
south of Peronal, drove them into Bermijillo.

Newark, N. J., March 15.—[Special.J— 
Samuel Barr, who is 40 years old, was ar- 
rested last night by federal detectives act- 
ing on orders from Washington on the charge 
that he sent an insulting fetter to President 
Whileon regarding the president’s stand on 
the Panama canal tolle question and the Mex- 
jean situation.

Wherefore Mr. Reuter is commended warmly 
for having the courage to play this music and 
is urged to play more of it. He will do the 
public good, for he already has his following. 
In turn, this music will teach him many valu- 
able pianistic lessons, notably in the depart- 
ment of the pedal, which he still views through 
the refracting and obscuring traditions pedan- 
tically maintained at the Berlin Hochschule. 
That Mr. Reuter’s understanding of Busoni's 
music is not altogether complete may be gleaned 
from his choice of a banal fragment by Tschai-

bill. Of these bills the first, proposing the 
establishment of an interstate trade commis- 
sion, is the most advanced and is deemed 
most likely to be enacted into law, at least, 
in medified form. 


Business Men to Tell Ideas. 

In two weeke the committee on anti-trust 
legisiation of the Chamber of Commerce of

“ Ordinarily, I am not in favor of stirring 
up strife; but it seeme to me that the hold- 
ers of Rock Island company shares are war- 
ranted. in securing the services of a good 
lawyer to start a suit to recover the §20,- 
000.000 which was lost in Alton and Frisco. 
I believe the money could be recovered, and, 
if so, there would be no need of a reorganiza- 
tion.” 

A suit has been brought against the Frisco 
directors by a shareholder, and similar 
action should de taken by sharcholdere of 
the New Haven and Rock Island But what 
is really needed to restore confidence is for 
the attorney general to put one of the promi- 
nent railroad wreckers in jail and keep him 
there for plain stealing. So far only inno- 
cem investors and business 2 * 
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as a whole, bowever, that In striking at the 
evils of so-called big business, congress 
shall net at the same time impose barriers to 
those principles of modern commercial de- 
velopment which make for efficiency. 


Aid Solution of Hard Problem, 
The edvantages of concemtration and co- 
eperation are well known; 60, too, are the 
perils. To realize for business iteelf and for 
the public the advantages—comprising lower 
cost of production, greater economy in dis- 
tribution and conservation, in a larger sense, 
of resources of the country, both natural and 
created—and at the same time to safeguard 
against the dangers which combination 
presents, is the declared aim of the business 
interests in lending their codperation rather 
than their opposition to the administration in 
its efferts to work out this large and rather 
difficult problem. : 
The public mind, it is thought, is turning to 
en interstate trade commission which will 
ve power to deal with the affairs of oom- 
somewhat after the manner in which 
interstate commerce commission deals 
Avith questions of transportation, bearing in 
(mind, however, that in the one instance the 
commission is dealing with corporations 
which are public servants, while in the other 
case it is dealing with those devoted to pri- 
vate enterprise. Such a commission might be 
endowed with powere to pass upon trade 
plans to render opinion as to whether 
such were or were not in the interests 
of public welfare. 


MEN’S WEAR.

Although the companies seriously objected 
to this measure they complied with it, not- 
withstanding the experience during the last 
two years has been most unsatisfactory. 


Regulation Law Reduced Rates, 

The state rate regulation law is found te 
be merely a rate reducing law. Regardless 
of statistics filed by the companics, the 
state rating board began a systematic re- 
duction in rates on various classes of busi- 
ness. When it attesnmpted to cut the fe out 
of farm rates most of the companies refused 
to write farm business and this order was 
withdrawn. 

An order that caused much confusion in 
the state was one requiring a second reduc- 
tion on dwelling houses. This aroused such 
a storm.of protest on the part of the com- 
panies, that it was not put inte effect. The 
rating board then went to the legislature 
and had the rating law amended to give the 
board much larger power and te impose on 
insurance companies a higher rate of tax 
to maintain the board. Additional data was 
required to be furnished by the rating bureau, 
which would increase the expense in that 
direction. 

Kentucky Business Not Profitable. 

If the fire insurance business in Kentucky 
had been profitable the companies doubtiess 
would have concluded, notwithstanding the 
hostile features of the amendments, not to 
resort to the draatic action of suspending 
business. But the official records of the 
Kentucky state insurance department show 
that fire insurance has been a losing activity 
in the state for many years. Some classes 
have chown an extraordinary deficit. 

The companies have used every possibile 
device in underwriting to extract a profit 
from Kentucky. In their general policy they 
must show proper regard for their policy 
holders in other states. The premiums in 
Kentucky furnish only about 2 per cent of 
the total premiums of the country. Thecon- 
tinuous ennual deficit in Kentucky must be 
made up from profits of other states. 


Tobaceo and Whisky Interests Hurt. 

The tobacco and whisky interests in Ken- 
tucky will be dealt a heavy blow by the sus- 
pension of business. Practically all their 
banking business is transacted on insurance 
policies as securitiea In the absence of fire 
insurance om the warehouses scattered 
throughout the state it is admitted that the 
whole aystem of credit for these interests 
will be wiped out. 

Just what the outcome will be is a matt 
of conjecture. The new law does not go into 
effect for three months. Some means may 
be found to patch up the embarrassing situa- 
tion. 

The companies took action immediately. 
putting their order into effect, owing to a bill 
that is pending in the legislature providing 
that companies withdrawing from the state 
must secure the written consent of the in- 
surance department to do so and if their 
licenses are restored they must pay 10 per 
cent of their premium collected the year pro- 
vious as a penalty.

Cheese and Onions on Firm Basis; 
Potatoes Drop After Rally. 


As had been expected, traders in dairy 
products at Chicago last week set about 
readjusting values of latter and eggs so as 
to relieve an uncertain and unsatisfactory 


being. Butter at 26@26%c a pound in March, 
they say, is cheap enough, and it is not likely 
that further reductions will be made. They 
do not look for any material advance, but 
express the belief that any further decline, 
if made, will not be permanent. 


Egg Values Lowered Sharply. 

Eggs were reduced in cost because they 
were selling at prices seldom before recorded 
at this season of the year and because pro- 
duction was showing unmistakable signs 
of a speedy increase, As a result of the 
slump, best country eggs sold down to he 
a dozen, compared with 27@27T%c @ dosen @ 
week ago and 18440 a dozen a year ago. 

Although de a dozen higher than at this 
time a year ago, it is not believed prices will 
go much lower. 

A consignment of 150 cages of eggs was re- 
ceived at Chicage last week from China. 
The eggs were packed in Chinese cages with 
American fillera and contained the usual 
thirty dosen to the case. They were slight 
smeller than the average American egg and 
had a darker color and thicker shelis. They 
sold at 2% a dozen on the same day that 


A 


American eggs sold on the market here at 
25c a dozen. 


Cheese Holds Steady Basis. 

Cheese market continues on a steady basis. 
There is an ample supply of American and 
imported cheese avallable for current needa, 
the demand is moderate and no material 
change in value is expected. 

Potatoes sold higher all through last week. 
but had a reaction on the closing day and 
finished practically the same in cost as one 
week ago. Expectations at the close were 
for further slight recessions in values, but 
quotations have held within a range of from 
65 to 70 cents a bushel fer choice stock 
through most of the present season and it is 
not likely there will be much deviation from 
those figures within the next few weeks. 

Onions have held on a firm basis and are ex- 
pected to eo continue without showing mate- 
rial gains. The market for cabbage has had 
a little recovery and is in a stronger position 
than for some time
